The Empress and her daughter and the 
Crown Prince And Prince Henry, met Princess 
Irene at the Charlottenburg station, when 
she arrived yesterday, andreceived her with 
affectionate greetings. The route to the 
palace was decorated with flags and was lined 
with veterans and members of gymnastic and 
trade societies and large crowds of people 
who cheered enthusiastically. The Emperor 
was asleep when the party arrived at the 
palace. He had expressed a great desire to 
dee the Princess Irene immediately upon her 
arrival, but Dr. Mackenzie, fearing that the 
excitement would spoil his night’s rest, per- 
suaded him to wait until morning. 

_ BRILLIANT ILLUMINATION, 

All the houses along the route to the palace 
were illuminated with candles, and busts of 
Princess Irene were displayed in the win- 
dows. Thousands of torches were carried in 
the streets. Princess Irene was in white. 
The other ladies wore light dresses. Prince 
Henry and Princess Irene held a reception 
lastevening at the palace, which wears an 
extremely festal appearance. 

PRINCE HENRY AND PRINCESS IRENE MARRIED. 

The marriage ceremony of Prince Henry, 
second son of Emperor Frederick, and Prin- 
cess Irene, third daughter of Grand Duke Lud- 
wig of Hesse, was solemnized in the Chapel of 
Charlottenburg Castle to-day. All the bells 
at Charlottenburg were rung at noon to 
announce that the ceremony had commenced, 
and a salute of thirty-six guns fred 

‘at 12:30 announced that the bride and 

bridegroom had exchanged rings. Both Em- 

peror Frederick and the Dowager Empress 

Augusta were present during the ceremony. 

Prince Henry and the Crown Prince were 
dressed in naval uniforms. Thousands of 
people were assembled outside the castle. 

When the aged Gen. von Moltke arrived he 
was enthusiastically greeted by the multitude. 
The bride and bridegroom are first cousins, 
and are grandchildren of Queen Victoria of 
England, Princess Irene being the daughter of 
the late Princess Alice.

DEATH-BED INSURANCE. 


THE STORY OF AN INVESTIGATION INTO 


CHARLES ZIEFLE’S DEATH. 


Initiated Into Washingten Council, U. S. B. 
F., When Unable to Stir From His Bed— 
A Peculiar Medical Examination and 
Death Certificate—An Undertaker’s Am- 
davit — Members of the United States 
Benevolent Fraternity Investigating. 


The investigation into the death and burial 
of Charles Ziefle is developing some interest- 
ing facts. It will be remembered that Ziefle 
when dying of consumption was removed 
from the Oity Hospital by two men who 
claimed to be his friends. He was taken to 
the house of Mrs. Anna Hertz at Tenth 
and Biddle streets, where he died. His 
sister, Mrs. Dora Smith of 8723 Cook avenue, 
‘was not informed of his death and only learned 
of the burial two days after it occurred. The 
body was taken from Tenth and Biddle streets 
to the livery stable of John C. Bensieck, where 
it was placed in a coffin, the cheeks 
were painted, and a wig put on the head. The 
remains were then conveyed at night to a 
house on Franklin avenue, where the funeral 
occurred on the following day. 
Mrs. Smith on the advice of her 
attorneys had the body taken 
up after she had learned of its interment in 
Holy Ghost Cemetery. When the coffin-lid 
was raised she did not recognize the features 
of her brother, but on the wig being re- 
moved the recognition was instantaneous. A 
detective was employed to find what motives 


there had been for the concealment of the fact 
of Ziefle’s death from his sister, and the 
strange masquerade in the coffin. 
THE STORY 

that came to the surface as this detective’s in- 
vestigations were pushed has grown in inter 
est: he death certificate was a strange at- 
fair. It was signed by Dr. Whitaker of 927 North 
Broadway, and the disease was given as 
pneumonia. Consumption was the disease 
irom which Ziefle had suffered and so far ad- 
vanced was this disease that the Superintend- 
ent of the Good Samaritan Hospital had re- 
fused to remove him from the City Hospital 
fearing he would not survive the removal. 
The death certificate also put the date of his 
death on March 27, when it was learned be 
died Merch 26. The detectives found that at 
the funeral there had been a woman 
who represented herself as the sister of 
Charles Ziefle and conducted herself after the 
manner of grief-filled women. Ziefie’s only 
sister was Mrs. Smith, and she was not pres- 
ent at the funeral, as stated above. 

THE PLOT THICKENED 
when it was learned that Ziefle was a member 
in the United States Benevolent Fraternity, 
Washington Council.

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DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A DIVORCED HUSBAND DENIED THE PRIV- 
ILEGE OF VISITING HIS CHILD. 


Trial of a Suit Against the Wife and Her 
Bondsmen To-Day—Judge Lubke Decides 
the Case of a Stolen Mare—The Budden- 
berg Drowning at the Wharfboat— 
Notable Appeals to the Sipreme Court— 
Legal News and Notes. 


A jury was called into the box to-day in 
Judge Barclay’s court for the trial of 
the suit of Gona Lancaster against Ida 
Lancaster, Henry Elliott, Sr. and Jr. 
This is a suit by a divorced husband 
alleging a breach of bon. It ap- 
pears that on the ith of July, 
1884, the Circuit Court granted 
a decree of divorce to Mrs. Lancaster, with 
the custody of the little daughter Gladys. The 
decree provided that the father should be per- 
mitted to see the child three times a week, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, and the wife 
entered into a bond for $1,000 for faithful per- 
formance of the terms. The father alleges that 
after May, 1885, he was denied access to his 
child and has not been permitted to see her at 
any time since. 

For the mother, an answer was filed setting 
forth that the father had not duly observed 
the terms of the divorce 
which likewise provided for payment 
of $960 alimony and $0 per month 


and that consequently he had forfeited his 
privileges under the decree. It is also averred 
that he slandered his wife’s parents, wrote 
and spoke indecently of them and conducted 
himself improperly at their house, where 
Mrs. Lancaster was stopping with the child. 
Subsequentiv, on account of her husband's 
conduct, she made appointments for visiting 
the child at the house of a neighbor. On the 
18th of October, 1885, Mrs. Lancaster alleges 
that by agreement the terms of the bond were 
cancelled, and her husband is not entitled to 
recover upon it. 


Drowned at the Wharfbeat. 


The trial of the damage suit of Annie Bud- 
denberg against tbe Chas. P. Chouteau Trans- 
portation Co. was called up to-day in Judge 
Seddon’s court. This is the sequel to an acci- 


dent at the wharf on the night of the 4th 
July. The plaintiff is 
of William Buddenberg 
an arrangement with the 
Transportation Co. to furnish refreshments 
anda bur on board the excursion steamer 
Chouteau last season, The boat on the last 
Fourth made atrip to Ihorn’s Grove, and upon 
its return tothe city at 10 o’clock that night 
found another steamer at its regular landing 
lace. Consequently the Chouteau landed 
ts passengers at the Diamond Joe wharfboat 
and it is alleged that the light of the steamer 
was withdrawn before Buddenberg had time 
to carry off his stock and effects. It is also 
alleged thatthe wharfbodt was in complete 
darkness and there were no guards on the 
gangplank. 

Buddenburg in returning from his wagon to 
the deck of the steamer fell over the planks 
into the river and was drowned. The widow 
brought suit for $5,000 damages against the 
company and an answer was filed in their be- 
half alleging that her husband was under the 
influence of liquor at the time and that his 
own negligence centributed to the accident. 


Story of a Stolen Mare. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendereda decision in 
the case of Jay G. Voss against Edward Giers, 
giving judgment in favor of plaintiff for 
possession of a mare and 1 cent damages and 


costs. The action was commenced 
October 8, 1887, for possession of 


a mare called ‘‘Roxey M., valued 


at $1,000. The Sheriff, aftera bond had been 
filed, took the mare out of the possession of 
the defendant and delivered it to the plaintiff. 
The real defendant in the case is Dr. EdC. 
Frost of Worcester, Mass., for whom 
Mr. Geirs was handlin the 
mare at the last St. Louls Fair. 
The court finds that the mare was the sole 
ey of the plaintiff in January, 1883 at 
ndianapolis where he resided. Subsequently 
the animal was stolen and was seen next in 
the possession of one Levi White at a farm 
near Madison, Ind. In May, 1888, White, un- 
der an assumed name, offered the mare 
for sale at Sparta, Ind., where 
she was purchased by one Marchbanks. In 
September, 1884, the mare was sold and 
delivered to Dr. Richard Douglas at Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 
In tap tye” 1885, Dr. Douglas sold her to 8. 
O. Black o Nashville, who sold her in Au- 
st, 1885, to Dr. Frost of Worcester, Mass., 
after a race meeting at Hart- 
ford, . Dr. Frost kept the 
animal and placed her in charge of Giers, who 
took her for turf purposes to fairs in various 
parts ofthe country. As the action was com- 
menced in Ootober, 887, and the plaintiff lost 
the animal in —— 77 188, the defendant’s 
plea of five years’ limitation was not well 
taken. The witnesses were so numerous in 
this case and their testimony so positive, 
being experts in horses accustomed to taking 
strong impressions of animals, and their evt 
dence was so well supported by the circum- 
stances showing how the mare was lost and 
finally traced to Tennessee, that the Court 
could notdo otherwise than give effect to 
their evidence.

The Latest Unsuccessful Financial Venture 
of the Grant Family. 


NEW Tonk, May 2%.—The bad luck which has 
attended the financial ventures of members of 
the Grant family in the past, seems still to be 
in force. The latest enterprise with which U. 
S. Grant,@r., has connected himself has got 
into financial difficulties, it is said, through 
the suspension of the firm that was its main 
stand by. This is the Cosmopolitan Magazine, 
one of the latest aspirants for a position in 
the literary world. It wass . choster 
two years ago by Messrs. Schlicht & Field, 
who suspended on Tuesday of this week. The 
Schlicht & Field Co. was a large manufactory 
of files and office fixtures, with offices all over 
the United States and branches in Europe, 
and was managed R by Paul 8. 
Schlicht, with Secretary of State Cook and 
other prominent citizens of Western New 
York as stockholders. The Cosmopolitan was 
started by the Schlicht & Field Oo. in May, 
1886. Its early numbers had a good assort- 
ment of literary work and fair ilustrations, 
but it was weighted down by an univiting 
front cover and the absence of talent famil- 
iar with the conduct of such an enter- 
prise. Being issued in Rochester was also 
a disadvantage, and In July last the publica- 
tion office was removed to New York and the 
magazine began to snow signs. of immediate 
improvement under better editorial manage- 
ment, A more artistic ahd inviting cover was 
adopted, and large sums were spent in adver- 
tising. This, with the great expense of car- 
rying on the magazine made a steady and se- 
vere decline upon the resources of the Schlicht 
& Field Co. The proprietors, however, de- 
termined to carry it in at any cost. 

Early this year it was decided to separate 
the Cosmopolitan from the affairs of the parent 
company, and the Cosmo Magazine Co. 
was formed in February last, the Schlicht & 
Field Co. holding the controlling interest. At 
that time distinct progress nad been made 
with the monthly, and there were dozens to 
believe that it would pay a dividend. In seek- 
ing for additional capital the matter was 
called to the attention of Ulysses 8. Grant, Jr. 
He was favorably impressed, purchaged a 
large block of the stock, and was elected Vice- 
President ot the company. How much money 
he put in is not definitely known, 
but it ig generall believed to have 
been not far from $100,000. As he had 
no money of his own the presumption was 
that this had been furnished by Mrs. Grant 
out ofthe funds she had received from the 
publication of Gen. Grant’s memoirs. Since 
then he has been attending strictly to the 
magazine, coming down every day to its office 
at No. 29 Park row. 

The magazine was expensively got up, em- 
ploying many of the best known writers and 
artists, and — Sone colored lithographs, 
a novelty in such publications. Its running 
expenses are believed to have been between 
at least $2,500 and $3,000 per month, and much 
money was spent outside in pushing it.

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MRS, ABBIE k. CUTTER’S DEATH. 


The Coroner Holds an Inquest and Says Apo- 
plexy Caused It. 


An inquest was held this afternoon on the 
body of Mrs. Abbie E. Cutter, the Boston 
magnetic physician, who was found dead in 
her room at the Planters’ House yesterday 
afternoon.

It is 
said that her contract with Mr. Martin was 
that he was to pay all her expenses to and 
from her home here and while here, and also 
eo pay her a fee of $1,000. His little girl was 
suffering from paralysis and Mr. Martin says 
Mrs. Cutter was recommended to him by an 
Eastern friend who told him she was a very 
successful magnetic practitioner. Mrs. Cutler 
arrived here Sunday and, although she had 
only called on the child once or twice, Mr. 
Martin avers that the benefits of the treatment 
were already apparent, and he had great faith 
in her effecting an ultimate cure. 
SLATES AND SLATE-WRITING. 

Letters and other articles found among Mrs. 
Cutter’s effects show she was a spiritualistic 
medium of considerabie reputation. She had 
a trunk full of slates and on one side of each 
of them was scratched with some sharp instru- 
ment messages from various important per- 
sonages now dead. These slates were such 
that when wet the writing on them was invis- 
ible, buton drying again became plainer than 
ever. The scheme of working the slates evidently 
was to wipe off both sides witha wets 2 
let people examine them and then lay the 
slates on the table with the side bearing the 
writing turned down. In afew moments they 
would be dry, and, when picked up, the side 
which had been turned down was covered 
with a message from thedead. Of course, a 
slate pencil is put under the slate to give the 
spirit something with which to write. Evi- 
cently all these noted dead forgot their early 
education, as in all the messages there were 
several mis-spelled words. One of the slates, 
containing a message from Dr. J.C. Warren 
to the ‘‘Dearly Beloved,’’ had written on the 
frame in ink: ‘‘Recelvyed December 7th, 1885 
at 10 B m., in Mrs. Diss De Bar’s room.’ 
Mrs. Diss De Bar is the medium now under 
arrest in New York, and she and Mrs: Outter 
were evidently friends.

ARRESTED THE CONTRACTOR. 


One Man Killed and Several Injured by the 
Collapse of a Building. 
By Telegraph to the Tosr-Disr ron. 

NEW YORK, May 24.—A crackling of breaking 
timbers, a shout, and then a crash followed by 
a cloud of dust that hid the corner of Broad- 
way and John street from view, stopped the 
throng of traffic throughout the city’s main 
artery of travel at a few minutes past 5 o’ clock 
yesterday afternoon. There was a rush of 
poe le from every direction, and an 8 
ng from the surrounding offices to the build- 
ing on the northeast corner of Broadway and 
John street, which for the past three or four 
weeks has been in the course of demolition. 
What had aap ned was soon explained, as 
the terror-stricken workmen came pourin 
out of the shell,the three lower stories o 
which alone was standing, crying out: ‘‘They 
are killed—the floor fell in.“ Then men cov- 
ered with lime, dust and blood that flowed 
from wounds and contusions came out of the 
mass of broken beams and debris that littered 
up the cellar. Hardiy had the dust time to 
settle when a hundred men rushed from the 
street into the wreckage, and began searching 
about for the men whose groans and cries for 
help indicated to the rescuers where they 
were imprisoned. 

The accident was due to carelessness on the 
pos of the workmen and the contractor. The 

uilding was originally five stories high and 
facing on Rroadway, ran back about 175 feet 
on John street. Austin Corbin purehased it 
some time ago and intends erecting a large 
office building on its site. C. R. Southard, a 
contractor, was given the job and he began 
work four weeks ago. Allthe interior wood- 
work was first remeved and then work was 
begun on the walls. Two stories had 
been taken down, and about fifty men 
were at work on the building when 
the accident occurred.

SMOTHER THE SMOKE. 


SOME LEADING PROPOSITIONS-10- ABATE 
THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 


Answers to Objectors—John Boogher’s Ex- 
perience in Smoke Prevention—Prof. C. 
F. White’s Two Opinions—Jaceb 8. Win- 
jams Has a Proposition to Make—The 
Crusade Still On. 


The smoke can be disposed of if. the people 


It is nuisance that should be abated. But it 
will not be abated if the people negleet to im- 
press their desires upon the members of the 
Municipal Assembly. 

Objectors are urging their objections in and 
out of season. They are attending to it 
that the city legislators shall be informed on 
their side of the case. The people should see 
to it that their side is properly presented. 

The Committee on Police and Work-house 
of tne House of Delegates has the present 
fortunes of the bill to abate the smoke nul- 
dance in its hands.

THE BILL TO ABATE 
the nuisance’ was printed in full in the Post-

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bill is willing to admit that it is imperfect, but 
wants to know what are its imperfections. He 
is willing that the bill shall be amended to 
avoid being burdensome upon any set or class 
of persons, but he does not want its original 
purpose and intent lost sight of in the amend- 
ing. 

It is probable that one amendment will be 
made to the bill, and that to exempt puddling 
furnaces from the provisions of the ordinance. 
This will be done because it does not appear 
that there is any device or means by which 
the smoke from such furnaces can be pre- 
vented.

CH A REFORM 
then, while b the people benefits the 
manufacturer, and the long list of steam users 
who have sanctioned the Post-DISPATCH cru- 
sade against the smoke evidences their appre- 
ciation of this fact. 

It has been urged by objecting manufactur- 
ers that fifteen, twenty, twenty-five or thirty 
years ago they tried what they call! smoke con- 
sumers“ — meaning smoke preventers—and did 
notfind them successful in the work they 
were expected to perform. These objectors 
forget that thirty years ago there was no such 
thing as the duplex telegraph instrument; 
twenty years ago the quadruplex telegraph in- 
strument wasthe dream of electricians; fif- 
teen years ago the arc electric light was hardly ö 
more than a toy; the type- writer was being 
worked upon, but was not ready for introduc- 
tion; inventors were thinking about the 
telephone, which is scarcely more than ten 
years old; the pbhonograph then became a pos- 
sibility only realized within a year; incan- 
descent electric lights are not ten years old, 
and in that — the possible speed of print- 
ing presses has been doubled.

Prof. White had pre- 
pared tables, compiled from actual tests made 
of smoke consumers, and the result was that 
the smoke consumer lessened the capacity of 
the boiler very materially. These tests were 
made with several smoke consumers put in at 
the Washington University and at other places 
in St. Louis.“ 

PROF. WHITE’S OTHER OPINION. 

Some time ago the following certificate was 
given to E. Boileau, inventor of a smoke-pre- 
venting device, on a Washington University 
letter head by the author of the paper and 
another professor of the university: 

DEAR Sir—At your request we band you the 
following statement and extracts from our 
report of a test of your furnace at Excelsior 
foundry, St. Louis: 

Boilers, four in number, are 8 ft. dia., 22 ft. 
long, with two ll-inch flues each. We found 
the rate of combustion to be 11.90 lbs. of coal 

er square foot of grate service per hour. 

‘he evaporation of water per pound of com- 
bustible from and at 212 degrees Fahr. to be 
6.48. This evaporation is 2542 percent higher 
than that of similar two-flue boilers and com- 
mon furnaces, of which we have authentic 
test records.
